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IMPORTANT... Diabetes and its 

complications are a leading cause of 
death and amputations for Native 
Americans and is quickly 
becoming a national concern. It 
is predicted by 2030, 1 in 3 
Americans will have the disease. 
We have rolled out this program 
and are looking at new prevention 
programs for the Ho-Chunk Nation. 


Ho-Chunk Youth General 
Council 2010

With 97 youth in attendance, the 
second Youth General Council was 
held in Baraboo, WI at the House of 
Wellness on Thursday October 28, 
2010. The State Teacher’s Conven- 
tion was in process that same day 
and most schools in Wisconsin, 
where the Ho-Chunk youth attend, 
had two vacant days and it was a 
good time to get them together dur- 
ing the week so they could still 
enjoy the weekend. 

The reason for another youth gen- 
eral council session was to give the 
youth a voice, a place where they 
could bring their concerns and try to 
bring solutions to help not only their 
own areas but the Nation as a whole; 
a continuation with what was started 
back in 2006. 

Planning for the 2010 YGC started 
on August 17, 2010. The youth and 
their advisors held 7 meetings with 
two of those meetings being confer- 
ence calls to get all of the planning 
done for October 28. The youth all 
learned the etiquette of being on a 
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conference call and were 
able to practice how to or- 
ganize and run a meeting. 
Throughout the 7 meetings 
there was a different person 
called upon to conduct each 
meeting so each center 
would have the opportunity 
to be in charge and gain the 
experience of running a 
meeting. 

Throughout the planning, 
the youth council decided to 
hold a logo contest for a 
youth council logo. Billy 
Scarce from the Tomah 
Youth Council was the lucky 
winner was and he won a 3 1 
V 2 “ HD T.V. for creating the 
winning logo. Immediately, 
the Advisors began working 
on placing that logo onto the 
t-shirts and bags for the 
YGC, along with the invita- 
tions and the posters that 
were sent out. 

In preparation, the youth 
had several ideas of how the 
YGC should go. The deci- 
sion was made to invite pro- 
grams from the Ho-Chunk 
Nation, various schools from 
around the state, and the 
youth councils to attend the 
Ho-Chunk Nation’s General 
Council on Saturday Sep- 
tember 18, 2010 for a sneak 
peek of what to expect at 
their YGC. They were given 
a table toward the front of 
the room to observe what 
was going on and to keep 
notes so they could finish 
planning their YGC. Several 
times we took them to a 


room in the back to see 
what it was they were 
learning. David Green- 
deer, OOP was also on 
hand and expressed a few 
ideas and comments about 
how they could go forward 
with their voice. Ariana 
Greencrow and Danee 
Walker each expressed 
their gratitude toward the 
General Council Agency 
for letting them be a part of 
the day. 

The youth wanted to be 
prepared so they worked 
on their information ahead 
of time and made sure their 
Advisors added their infor- 
mation to the agenda. Prior 
to the start of the meeting 
the Ho-Chunk Nation CHR 
Program was on hand to do 
the ice breakers as the 
youth arrived. They also 
provided the first aid for the 
day. 

The Ho-Chunk Youth 
General Council started reg- 
istration at 10:00 am and 
District III Legislator 
Lawrence Walker Jr. was on 
hand by announcing the 
opening ceremonies which 
started with a grand entry at 
10:40 am with Paul Cloud- 
US Army who carried the 
American Flag, Lucy Var- 
gas-US Army carried in the 
Army Flag, Marty Ybarra- 
US Navy carried in the Navy 
Flag, Kathy LaMere-US 
Navy carried the Air Force 
Flag, and DeeDee Greendeer 
who carried in the Marine

Corps Flag. Next, Mr. Andy 
Gokee, Director of the Na- 
tive American Center at 
UWSP offered a prayer. The 
WI Dells Singers were also 
on hand to assist the youth 
for the day and First Na- 
tion’s Financial also did a fi- 
nancial literacy presentation 
and gave away three IPod 
touches and two $50.00 Best 
Buy cards. 

The youth then began 
nominations for the Presid- 
ing Chair for the 2010 YGC. 
Nominees included Ariana 
Greencrow, Kastan Green- 
grass and Danee Walker who 
was selected with most 
votes. She then appointed 
Kaylia WhiteEagle as the 
Recording Secretary and An- 
thony Greencrow and Silas 
Cleveland as the Sergeant at 
Arms for the day. Sitting at 
the table were Sheila Cor- 
bine, Attorney General as- 
sisting the Presiding 
Chairperson in the proce- 
dures and Marcus Lewis, 
Program Manager assisting 
the Recording Secretary and 
served as Parliamentarian. 
Assisting the Sergeant at 
Arms was Carson Funmaker, 
member of the bear clan.

Ho-Chunk Nation DNR has developed a hunting packet, 
which contains maps of each of Ho-Chunk Nation “huntable” 
properties that are advertised to the tribal populous. Hunting 
packets are available free to members at the HCN DNR office. 
If you are going to take advantage of hunting on HCN lands, 
we strongly encourage you to grab a packet to familiarize your- 
self with the property boundaries and the HCN Hunting Policy.

Letter to the 
editor: 

They say that the power of the pen is mightier than the 
sword, so let me take a moment to rattle my k-bar. 

For well over a year now I have been tormented mentally, 
physically, spiritually, and even emotionally by one of my 
daughters' drug dealing ways. I've tried to reason with her to 
stop selling drugs. I even told her that if that's what she's going 
to be doing for a living, do it somewhere else (like New Jer- 
sey), not on Ho-Chunk land. I've tried to tell her that if she re- 
ally loves her baby boys like she says she does then she'll give 
up her drug dealing ways and become clean and sober. I've 
even tried to invoke the spirit of her grandmother upon her 
(who passed away many years ago). 

Nothing. She is so thoroughly entrenched in the decadence of 
native life that she can't see reality for what it is. She even gets 
on Facebook and taunts that she doesn't need to get a job be- 
cause she is good at what she does. 

Not too long ago I was involved in a tragic car accident. I 
sustained multiple life threatening injuries. After being re- 
leased from the hospital, my daughter invited me to stay at her 
place to heal. While there, I gave her a prescription from the 
doctor for pain meds. She was to go to Walgreens and pick it 
up. She purchased the meds for me, alright, but she kept them 
for herself. Dear ol' dad would have to bite the bullet a little bit 
longer. Of course, my lawyers uncovered the truth and when I 
confronted her, she admitted that she took them. 

The point that I'm making here is that 
addiction to chemical substances de- 
stroys lives. 

As to this scourge, I want my daughter to know that one of 
five things will happen to a person addicted to chemical sub- 
stances: 

1 . SHE will end up in jail or prison. 

2. SHE will end up in the hospital. 

3. SHE will end up in an asylum. 

4. SHE will end up in Recovery. 

5. SHE will end up dead. 

My daughter grew up without me because of my past addic- 
tions, and the consequences thereof. The pain that she went 
through growing up without her parents ought to be a very real 
warning. But it's not. 

With all the police activity that has been taking place at her 
residence lately; I must apologize to the Ho-Chunk Nation. I 
know that alcohol and drugs are destroying us as a native peo- 
ple. 

Please accept my humble apologies. I do not condone this 
kind of behavior demonstrated by one of my children. I know it 
reflects on the Ho-Chunk Nation in the long run. The Ho- 
Chunk Nation is a proud and prosperous people, a people that 
have come a long way in contemporary society. It is time to 
take the war on drugs into the backyard. Aho.

Diabetes has probably touched your life in 
one way or another. You may know someone 
who has suffered the ill effects of high blood 
sugars. However, people can live well with di- 
abetes, if they know how. The Ho-Chunk 
Health Department is proud to present a new, 
comprehensive diabetes curriculum from the 
International Diabetes Center in Minneapolis. 
This curriculum is for people with diabetes and 
pre-diabetes, and has been shown to reduce the 
average blood sugar of participants. 

Our curriculum consists of 6 classes over the 
course of six months. Topics covered include 
food planning, physical activity, blood sugar 
control and diabetes treatments, keeping your 
heart healthy, and many other important topics. 

By attending class, participants receive valu- 
able knowledge of how to manage their blood 


sugar and keep their heart healthy. In addition, 
participants receive helpful tools at classes such 
as pedometers, foot check mirrors, diabetes 
identification bracelets, and even Nike fitness 
shoes for attending all six classes. 

Classes are running continuously in Black 
River Falls and Baraboo.

Nekoosa/WI Rapids 
was represented by one youth, 
Joe Smith, who stated they 
would like to add a new item 
to the already approved 
agenda. After receiving a sec- 
ond from another youth from 
a separate area, he moved to 
get a physical fitness center in 
Nekoosa. Wittenberg, Tomah, 
and Black Rivers Falls would 
like to see a new youth center 
in their areas. They also 
moved to have the Nation 
match their funds and to give 
incentives to the youth who 
have good grades and atten- 
dance. 

Elections finally took place 
and the decision was to de- 
cide at their youth centers 
who would be on the ballots. 
If they didn’t have a name on 
the ballot they were allowed 
to write in candidates. Each 
of the candidates for the Pres- 
ident were allowed time to 
speak to the youth. Names on 
the ballot were Sheila Pem- 
berton, Justice Blackhawk 
and Danee Walker. Others for 
write in were Cynthia 
Dominguez, Trenton Littlege- 
orge, and Mister Walker. 

After the initial voting our 
staff election board let us 
know that there was a tie from 
the WI Dells/Baraboo area.

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Old Ho-Chunk Lodge 
demolished

After a summer spent in Ex- 
ecutive Session, the former 
Ho-Chunk Lodge located near 
the shores of Lake Delton 
near Wisconsin Dells was fi- 
nally demolished, approxi- 
mately 16 years after the 
purchase of the building. Lor 
years, the Legislature debated 
what to do with the Lodge 
and the final decision was to 
take a wrecking ball to it. 

Once a 3-bid process was 
complete, the decision was fi- 
nalized, and the project began 


in the beginning of October 
led by Loreman, Josh Har- 
rington from Thieding Con- 
struction, out of Logan ville, 
Wisconsin. The six man crew 
included Ho-Chunk tribal 
member Gabby Lunmaker 
who said the unused building 
was tore down within two 
days with hopes to have the 
project completed by the end 
of October. 

The building was in no 
shape or form to consider 
keeping and would have cost 
more to repair the building 
than to take it down. The

lower level near the lakeside 
actually had mold and mildew 
crawling up to the ceiling. 

Future plans for the land are 
to raise and level the property 
and possibly divide the site 
into individual lots that could 
be sold separately, sell the lot 
as one parcel, or keep the lot 
for possible future develop- 
ment, but no immediate ac- 
tions have been decided. 


Working behind 
the scenes 

Ho-Chunk Nation Police Department 
seeking recognition

Following the inauguration 
of Dan Libke as the Ho- 
Chunk Nation’s first Police 
Chief on September 23 , some 
tribal members were led to 
believe that the new agency 
was ready to serve. 

Although the day marked a 
milestone for the Ho-Chunk 
Nation, Libke had earlier 
stated that because the police 
department was in its infancy 
there was work to be done 
and that tribal members likely 
would not be aware of the 
progress being made. “Real- 
istically, for the next 12-18 
months there will be no pa- 
trols,” he said. 

Currently, Libke and parale- 
gal Alana DeCora- Ayash are 
planning and putting the in- 
frastructure together. In early 
November, the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion Legislature is expected to 
pass a resolution that will 
allow the department to be 
recognized by the State of 
Wisconsin. The recognition is 
important, said Libke, be- 
cause it will allow the Nation 
to pursue obtaining some of 
the grant monies available. 


Attorney Kris Goodwill added 
that recognition by the State 
of Wisconsin would qualify 
the Nation to receive a variety 
of law enforcement services 
to Native communities across 
Wisconsin under State Statute 
165.90. Grants have been 
used to cover a number of 
costs, including diversity 
training and cultural aware- 
ness education. She added 
that state recognition would 
also satisfy certain liability is- 
sues regarding future tribal 
police officers. 

Along with helping organ- 
ize the agency’s infrastruc- 
ture, Libke has been meeting 
with other law enforcement 
officials and attending various 
workshops, seminars and con- 
ferences as part of his effort to 
network with other agencies 
and learn what is and what is 
not working for them. Early 
next year, he will be attending 
a 520-hour course that when 
completed will allow him to 
become certified by the State 
of Wisconsin. 

As the Nation continues the 
work needed to establish the 
law enforcement agency and 
to train a police force, the De- 


partment of Justice announced 
that it would be promoting the 
idea of having more tribal 
members consider a career in 
law enforcement. Those earn- 
ing a two-year degree from a 
technical college could be- 
come state certified. 

Questions can be directed to 
Chief Libke at the Tribal 
Court House or to the Depart- 
ment of Justice located in the 
Executive Building.

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Plans to change the future 
for Indigenous People

On October 1 1 , members of 
the University of Wisconsin 
La Crosse Native American 
Student Association (NASA) 
and other multicultural stu- 
dent group representation, 
held the sixth annual “Indige- 
nous People’s Day” rally on 
the day many know as 
“Columbus Day”. Ho-Chunk 
tribal member and co-chair 
for NASA, Andi J. Cloud, 
helped lead the group and said 
the process took a little over a 
month to plan. 

The Native American Stu- 
dent Association is one of the 
many cultural programs affili- 
ated with the Office of Multi- 
cultural Student Services on 
the UW-L campus, which 
serves as a safe place for stu- 
dents to discuss topics and 
plan events throughout the 
year around Native American 
student issues. 

NASA has planned a rally 
each year for the past six 
years but was cancelled in 
2009 due to rain. As in the 


past, the rally is held at the 
Big Indian statue in Riverside 
Park on the UW-L campus. 
Cloud said, “The Big Indian 
statue is a focal point of the 
pervasive stereotypes of na- 
tive people that exists today.” 
She also mentioned, “NASA 
continues to condemn this 
statue and what it represents, 
and NASA has been on an on- 
going campaign for its re- 
placement to something that 
represents contemporary In- 
digenous people.” 

Students from NASA and 
the other UW-L multicultural 
student groups stopped and 
waved other students walking 
through campus to sign a peti- 
tion that would change 
“Columbus Day” to “Indige- 
nous People’s Day”. Within a 
couple of hours the group re- 
ceived 400 signatures that 
will be sent to Governor Jim 
Doyle, along with a letter ex- 
plaining why the name 
change is so important. Sev- 
eral U.S. cities and states have 
replaced Columbus Day with 


alternative days of remem- 
brance. 

Columbus Day has been a 
U.S. national holiday since 
1937, which commemorates 
the arrival of Christopher 
Columbus in the New World 
on October 12, 1492. The Ital- 
ian-born explorer intended to 
chart a western sea route to 
China, India and Asia; in- 
stead, he landed in the Ba- 
hamas. Later that month, 
Columbus sighted Cuba and 
believed it was mainland 
China. In March 1493, the 
explorer returned to Spain in 
triumph, bearing gold, spices 
and "Indian" captives. He 
crossed the Atlantic several 
more times before his death in 
1506; by his third journey, he 
realized that he hadn't reached 
Asia but instead had stumbled 
upon a continent previously 
unknown to Europeans. 

In recent decades, Native 
Americans and other groups 
have protested the celebration 
of an event that indirectly re- 
sulted in the colonization of 
the Americas and the death of 
millions: European settlers 
brought a host of infectious 
diseases, including smallpox 
and influenza that decimated 
indigenous populations; war- 
fare between Native Ameri- 
cans and the colonists claimed 
many lives as well. The image 
of Christopher Columbus as 
an intrepid hero has also been 
called into question. Upon ar- 
riving in the Bahamas, the ex- 
plorer and his men forced the 
native peoples they found 
there into slavery; later, while 
serving as the governor of 
Hispaniola, he allegedly im- 
posed barbaric forms of pun- 
ishment, including torture.

With that illustration in 
mind, Cloud delivered press 
releases to local media outlets 
as well as the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion. She said, “I had no idea 
the rally would make the front 
page of the La Crosse Trib- 
une, definitely an awesome 
surprise. It was certainly a 
process and I was so happy to

have the Ho-Chunk drum, Lit- 
tle Thunder present to sing a 
few songs. I was scared we 
weren't going to have a decent 
turn-out for the march, but 
people came out.” 

Indigenous Speaker Winona 
La Duke, an indigenous and 
environmental activist, econo- 
mist and writer was also pres- 
ent and spoke on “The 
Economy of Colonialism”. 
She lives on the White Earth 
Indian Reservation in north- 
ern Minnesota and does a lot 
of work in environmental sus- 
tainability. 

A message of advice from 
Andi to younger Ho-Chunk 
students is, “The best weapon 
the white man gave us is edu- 
cation, so learn all you can 
and bring something home 
that's good for our people.” 

In 2006, Cloud received her 
Bachelor of Science Degree 
in Political Science and Com- 
munication Studies with a 
double emphasis in Public 
Relations and Organizational 
Communication. She is cur- 
rently attending UW- La 
Crosse as a graduate student 
to get her Masters Degree in 
Education Professional De- 
velopment Initial Certification 
Program with content area in 
a broad field of Social Studies 
in Secondary Education, with 
minors in Political Science 
and Sociology. She will be 
graduating in May of 2012. 

She was the senator of 
NASA her sophomore year of 
her undergraduate education. 
She is now the Graduate Stu- 
dent Organization Senator and 
on two committees: On-line 
advisory group which deals 
with on-line education 
courses at UW-La Crosse and 


Graduate Curriculum commit- 
tee which looks at approving 
proposals for changes to grad- 
uate courses at UW-L. She is 
also a member of UW-L’s 
“Get out the Vote" Campaign. 
She said anyone can join, but 
only ten people were depu- 
tized meaning they can regis- 
ter voters. She is a Special 
Registration Deputy for the 
City of La Crosse. 

She stated that extra-curric- 
ular activities are important to 
making friends and network- 
ing with different people, 
tribes and organizations. It 
also looks impressive on your 
resume for further schooling 
and future employment op- 
portunities. 

After she graduates, she 
would like to relocate back to 
Black River Falls to teach at 
the high school or possibly on 
a reservation setting. Her the- 
sis involves working on cur- 
riculum development in tribal 
politics and treaty rights while 
promoting Native American 
education. She said, “There 
are so many schools that don’t 
do it that should be doing it.” 
Wisconsin State Legislature 
passed Act 31 in 1989 which 
went into effect in September 
of 1991 . It mandated schools 
teach about Wisconsin tribes 
(land, treaties, culture, lan- 
guage, etc). The Black River 
Falls School District refers to 
it as the “Infusion Project." 
They are making the most 
progress, but could be doing 
more to speed up the process. 
Andi believes it should be 
woven in throughout the dura- 
tion of the whole semester or 
course, not just in small sec- 
tions.

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Veterans Day-by the numbers

Since November 1919, when President Woodrow 
Wilson proclaimed November 1 1 as the first com- 
memoration of Armistice Day, primarily to recog- 
nize the veterans who served in World War I, 
America has annually set aside the date to remem- 
ber and honor its veterans. 

In 1954, following the America’s military forces 
participation in World War II and the Korean Con- 
flict, the 83rd Congress replaced the word 
“Armistice” with “Veteran”. On July 1 , 1954, with 
the approval and passage of Public Law 380, No- 
vember 1 1 officially became a day to honor Ameri- 
can veterans of all wars. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation is understandably proud of 
its warriors and ceremonies honoring them and all 
veterans will be held throughout Ho-Chunk Country 
on November 11. At a time when those who have 


served or are currently serving are sometimes for- 
gotten, the day serves as a reminder for all of us to 
thank those who have or are serving their country in 
the military. 

According to the United States Census Bureau 
there were an estimated 23 .8 million veterans in the 
United States in 2008. Included in that number 
were 160,000 Native Americans/ Alaska Natives and 
1.8 million female veterans. 

Covering multi generations, there were 9.2 mil- 
lion veterans over age 65 and 1 .9 million veterans 
younger than 35. 

Over one-third of all living veterans (7.8 million) 
served during the Vietnam era, 1964-1975. Another 
5.2 million served in the Gulf War era, 1990-pre- 
sent, 2.6 million served in World War II (1941- 
1945), 2.8 million served in Korea (1950-1953) and 
six million served in peacetime. 

According to the Census Bureau there were over a 


million veterans who served in two or more wars, 
including: 

• 50,000 in Vietnam and the Gulf War 

• 92,000 in World War II, Korea and Vietnam 

• 740,000 in both Gulf Wars 

• 245 ,000 in Korea and Vietnam 

• 182,000 in World War II and Korea 

With America’s men and women currently serving 
all over the world, Veterans Day is a good time to 
remember the words of President Wilson when he 
proclaimed the holiday. 

“To us in America, the reflections of Armistice 
Day will be filled with solemn pride in the heroism 
of those who died in the country’s service and with 
gratitude for the victory, both because of the thing 
from which it has freed us and because of the oppor- 
tunity it has given America to show her sympathy 
with peace and justice in the councils of the na- 
tions.”

Museum exhibit honors those who died serving their country

In the last decade over two 
million American soldiers 
have served in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Some did not 
come home. 

According to the veteran's 
organization, Iraq and 
Afghanistan-IAVA, as of Oc- 
tober 18, 2010, 4,414 soldiers 
were killed in Iraq. Another 
1 ,329 were killed in 
Afghanistan 

Although American sol-

He explained, “Most of 
us have been touched by the 
loss of a family member, ac- 
quaintance, relative or friend 
who has made the ultimate 
sacrifice in the service of their

diers are being exposed to 
“harm's way” in both coun- 
tries, unlike during the 2008 
National Election, the war 
does not seem to be on every- 
one's radar screen. 

Those who died serving 
America in Iraq or 
Afghanistan were on the radar 
screen of Madison based Spir- 
itual Artist, Andre Ferrella, 
whose exhibit “The Rise of 
the Fallen” recently con- 
cluded its display at the Wis- 
consin Veterans Museum in 
Madison. 


country. To those who have 
suffered that loss, I offer my 
deepest and most sincere 
sympathy.” 

In addition to honoring each 
soldier's sacrifice, Ferrella 
said the display will hopefully 
allow each family, the nation 
and the world to heal. “These 
soldiers have fulfilled their 
duty. They have given as 
much as any person can give. 
It is the duty of those they de- 
fended to try to understand 
the sacrifice they made and to 
honor it. The families that 


they left behind are wounded. 
It is our duty to help them 
heal, to give expression to 
their loss, to share their suf- 
fering, to help calm it and 
give it meaning,” he said. 

Ferrella believes that when 
a loved one thinks of someone 
they have lost, they do not 
think of their name carved in 
stone. “They do not see them 
cast in bronze and imagine 
them holding a flag or stand- 
ing proudly in dress uniform. 
What they picture are the 
faces and the memories that 
are contained in them.” 

He continued that he cre- 
ated the “Spirit Boxes” which 
he labeled “The Rise of the 
Fallen” to preserve the dignity 
of each soldier. “The repre- 
sentation of an individual 
emerges out of the treated 
Plexiglas box. The formation 
of the portrait within the box 
projects a three dimensional 
quality which visually in- 
vokes a deep, spiritual sense 
of reality. The exhibit should 
be in place where a loved one 
or even a stranger can come 
and experience the power of 
their individual life and the 
weight of their sacrifice. It 
will stand for healing and 
restoration.” 

Along with being a place 
for those who have lost their 
loved ones to go to mend their 
loss and better understand it, 
Ferrella said he created “The 
Rise of the Fallen” to give 
strangers to war an opportu- 
nity to feel, 
if only for a 
moment 
what those 
who have 
lost some- 
one felt. “In 
this way 
there is 
hope, 
through 


compassion 
and under- 
standing that 
we can help 
them heal. 

This memorial 
will not end 
the pain of the 
war but will 
help to heal 
it.” 

Pat O'Don- 
nell of DeFor- 
est, WI, had a 
son, Shane, 
killed in No- 
vember 2004 
when serving 
in Iraq. “I felt 
a tremendous 
sense of peace 
when viewing 
my son's Spirit Box,” she 
said. “The Spirit Box cap- 
tures the essence of my son. I 
support the project whole- 
heartedly.” 

The “Faces in the Sand” ex- 
hibit features the everyday 
clothing and other items worn 
by the soldiers with the inten- 
tion of giving visitors a 
glimpse of everyday life. 
Videos throughout the display 
illustrate the history of the re- 
gion and introduce the people 
and explain the U.S. Invasion. 
Created in 2007, the project is 
designed to capture the spirit 
of “Their experiences, Their 
Words, Our War.” 

Located “across the square” 
near the Capital Building at 
30 Mifflin Street, the Wiscon-

sin Veterans Museum was 
dedicated on June 6, 1993. 
Within its walls are exhibits 
that remember and honor 
Wisconsin military veterans 
who served beginning in the 
Civil War to the present. 

Jeff Kollath, Curator of Pro- 
grams and Exhibitions at the 
museum, stated that at the end 
of October both exhibits will 
close. “Faces in the Sand” 
will relocate permanently to 
the museum’s 20th Century 
Gallery and “The Rise of the 
Fallen” will travel the state in 
2011 .

Ho-Chunk Gaming - 
Wisconsin Dells to provide 
Med-Flight Landing Zone

On October 27, Emergency 
Medical Services (EMS) and 
Security personnel at Ho- 
Gaming-Wisconsin Dells took 
the first steps in acquiring the 
training needed to assist med- 
ical helicopter personnel that 
may be forced to land at the 
Landing Zone being estab- 
lished at the southeast comer 
of the facility’s parking lot. 

Despite the gale force winds 
that cancelled the scheduled 
helicopter landing and on-site 
demonstration, nearly a dozen 
EMS and Security personnel 
did attend a training session 
that briefly outlined the pro- 
cedures that will need to be 
followed when a med-flight 


helicopter needs to land on 
Ho-Chunk property. 

Director of Security, 
Fletcher Collins, explained 
that the southeast comer of 
the parking lot has been cho- 
sen to serve as a Landing 
Zone should the need arise. 
Because the comer is the far- 
thest from the building, 
Collins said that for the most 
part there are few vehicles in 
the area. Should we get a call 
that the area is needed, 

Collins said, EMS and Secu- 
rity personnel onsite would be 
immediately dispatched to 
that area and work with other 
agencies to secure the site. 

Collins said that because 
EMS personnel are expected 
to respond to over 600 calls 


this year at the site, he is con- 
fident of the staff’s ability to 
provide whatever help is 
needed. Because the parking 
lot has never served as a 
Landing Zone before, Collins 
said that he can’t predict what 
situations will arise and the 
specific problems that may 
arise. “It’s part of our effort 
to show the community that 
we’re here to help and assist 
those who need help.” 

Among the topics covered 
during the approximately 90 
minute session was how to es- 
tablish a Landing Zone, mark- 
ing the Landing Zone and the 
responsibilities of those coor- 
dinating the rescue effort. 

Landing Zones should be a 
minimum of 100’ wide and 


100’ long on level, flat ground 
with no power lines, trees, 
poles or other overhead ob- 
structions in the area. Secu- 
rity will be responsible for 
keeping the area clear of sand, 
gravel and other debris and 
when the need arises will 
need to remove vehicles or 
people within the zone. 

The Landing Zone should 
be marked with weighted con- 
struction cones and have two 
vehicles with headlights 
crossed at the center of the 
Landing Zone. To help arriv- 
ing medical personnel identify 
the zone, it should be marked 
with smoke canisters during 
daylight operations and bat- 
tery operated strobe at night. 

Personnel from Ho-Gam- 


ing-Wisconsin Dells and other 
agencies will have the respon- 
sibility of commanding and 
securing the zone, establish- 
ing radio contact with the air- 
craft, helping the pilot locate 
the Landing Zone, clearing 
bystanders at least 100’ away 
from the area and the helicop- 
ter and working with the pilot 
to determine any safety issues 
post landing. 

Collins concluded that the 
providing and securing a 
Landing Zone if and when 
needed will provide a benefit 
to the surrounding communi- 
ties and neighbors. “We’ve 
been called on to help many 
times,” he said. “We’re al- 
ways willing to be a good 
neighbor.”

On October 12, Professor 
Alton “Sonny” Smart from the 
University of Wisconsin 
Stevens Point brought a stu- 
dent group combined with 
graduate and undergraduates 
from his Sociology 364 class 
titled “Social Work in Native 
American communities”, for a 
brief overview of several de- 
partments within the Ho- 
Chunk Nation. 

Their first stop was to meet 
at the powwow grounds where 
President Wilfrid Cleveland 
welcomed the group and intro- 
duced various people from 
other departments such as: 
Heritage and Preservation, 
Myrtle Long who spoke on 
kinship, Executive Director 
Liz Haller from Social Serv- 
ices, and Valerie Blackdeer 
from Child and Family Serv- 
ices. 

After a brief overview of 
those departments, the students 
made their way to the Tribal 
Court and listened to Chief 
Judge Todd Matha as he gave a 
brief summary on the tribal 
court system and laws. The 
group also had a chance to eat 
lunch at the American Legion 


Building and then onto a tour 
of the Executive building led 
by Jon Greendeer. 

The students also received a 
tour of the Health Clinic led 
by RN Marilyn Baker. Of 
course this was not their last 
stop. Legislator Greg Black- 
deer patiently awaited their ar- 
rival in the cipoteke where he 
explained the historical back- 
ground of a cipoteke to the 
students and how life was 
much more simple back in the 
day. There was also a presen- 
tation of the Social Service’s 
Program conducted by Jean 
Ann Day (Division Director of 
Community Supportive Serv- 
ices), Sherri Larsen (Domestic 
Violence Program Manager), 
and Valerie Blackdeer (CFS 
Division Director). 

Many times, individuals be- 
come accustomed to knowing 
what they have and take it for 
granted and they may not even 
realize it. As Ho-Chunk peo- 
ple we should be thankful for 
the things we have, how far we 
have come as a Nation, and 
what we have to look forward 
to in the future. 

The students that toured the 
different HCN facilities may

day, they left with a good heart 
and thanked the HCN for al- 
lowing them to learn about our 
belief system and for being so 
open to share our history, lan- 
guage, and culture.

“I learned so much and was 
happy to get an understanding of 
a culture different from own. It 
is clear that everyone works to- 
gether to reach their full poten- 
tial and appreciated having the 
chance to see it first-hand.” 

“Thank you so much for tak- 
ing the time to share your tra- 
ditions and culture with us. It 
was so wonderful to see how 
well you have preserved them, 
as well as all the new avenues 
you have taken to better the 
lives of members of your Na- 


tion!” 

The students also wanted to 
give special thanks to Valerie 
Blackdeer and Liz Haller for 
all their help in organizing and 
making the field trip a special 
day, and special recognition to 
George Garvin for his cooking 
of the corn soups. Students 
also donated money for the 
lunch but it was decided that 
the money would be donated 
to the Christmas Fund and the 
Child and Family Services Di- 
vision.

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Violets not violence

On October 20, the SAFE 
house hosted the first annual 
“Violets not Violence” variety 
show event held at the Ho- 
Chunk Gaming Bingo Hall in 
Black River Falls to support 
October as Domestic Abuse 
Awareness month and to help 
promote the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion SAFE House for victims 
and their children of domestic 
violence. 

Since January 2009, the 
shelter has been open and has 
helped many victims. “We do 
receive an OVW grant (The 
Office on Violence Against 
Women)to pay for the usual 
costs of running a shelter and 
two staff positions but we 
cannot use that funding for 
different needs that victims 
have such as: changing locks, 
rental of moving vans, and 
clothing needs,” said Farsen. 
According to the United 
States Department of Justice, 
in 1995, OVW administers fi- 
nancial and technical assis- 
tance to communities across 


the country that are develop- 
ing programs, policies, and 
practices aimed at ending do- 
mestic violence, dating vio- 
lence, sexual assault, and 
stalking. 

The variety show raised 
$338 for the shelter to assist 
clients. When a victim flees a 
dangerous situation they leave 
in a hurry and the SAFE 
House program is available to 
help them stay safe. Along 
with the money raised a large 
donation of canned food items 
were made available to the 
shelter. Farsen said, “We 
need to feed the families not 
only when they are in shelter 
but when they get situated in 
a safe environment and we 
provide them with groceries 
to help them get started.” 
During this economic crisis it 
is hard on families to get from 
one week to another which 
can cause stress on relation- 
ships that sometimes end in 
violence, which is not tolera- 
ble. Farsen also said, “We 
help victims of domestic vio- 
lence learn about the cycle of 
violence and develop a safety 
plan.”

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The buck of a lifetime

Ho-Chunk tribal member, Ed Twinn “bagged” the 
buck of a lifetime in “famed” Buffalo County, known 
to be one of the top destinations in North America for 
opportunities to bring in trophy whitetails. 

After two days of getting up before the sun rose, 
gearing up, hiking up and down the steep ridges to 
and from his tree stand, and patiently waiting for the 
perfect buck, on the third day Ed was able to use his 
buck grunt to give himself the chance of a lifetime. 
On Halloween morning in Buffalo County, Ed 
Twinn called in a monster buck. 

After sitting for three hours that Halloween morn- 
ing on a very steep slope an incredible thirteen 
pointer was lured up the ridge to the sound of a 
buck grunt. Having only one look at the bucks rack, 
that was all he needed to know that this was not a 
buck to pass up. After that point, Ed said he only 
“concentrated on the body of the deer,” and every- 
thing else happened quickly after that, from the time 
he saw him to the time he shot, all within 3-4 
breathtaking minutes. 

The buck aggressively moved directly toward him 
and did not offer any good shots in the thick 
saplings. Ed could see the buck easily as it came in 
but he was hunting with a Bow, and an arrow could 
be deflected by any little twig. He picked out a 
good spot as the buck moved in “30, 20, 10” yards 
and then, “I gave a little grunt not loud enough to 
scare him,” Ed said, “but he turned around and ran 
back the way he came from.” His heart sank, and 
he thought that he just missed the buck of a lifetime. 

Then, he remembered that he had his set of rattling 
antlers with him. As Ed’s adrenalin rushed he quickly 
grabbed the horns and began to aggressively hit them 
together to simulate two bucks fighting. This tactic of 
rattling, along with the use of the buck grunt Ed used 
to originally call in the Monster buck, are used during 
this time of the year known as “the rut.” 

Most hunters are very familiar with these tactics 
and this magical time of the year when big bucks 
are roaming at all hours looking to breed. Lucky for 
Ed Twinn, this tactic that often doesn’t work did 
work for him. The monster of a buck came stomp- 
ing back up the ridge looking for a fight. The thir- 
teen pointer was clearly the dominant buck in the 
area and didn’t like the sound of competition in his 
woods. 

The buck once again headed right towards Ed and 
did not offer any real opportunities to take a good 


shot. Ed could only watch as the buck passed him 
and continued up the hill. He felt as if he was going 
to miss another chance at the Buck of a lifetime be- 
cause of the thick undergrowth of saplings. 

As the buck made his way up the steep ridge he 
moved right for an area that Ed had previously 
checked with his range finder. Many bow hunters 
use a range finder to mark different spots in the area 
they are hunting in order to check distances of pos- 
sible shots. This is a common practice, especially 
with avid bow hunters, and any one who knows Ed 
Twinn, knows that Ed is more than an avid bow 
hunter. He previously marked a spot on the ridge 
that was level with the height of his tree stand, and 
it ranged at 30 yards. Ed has three sights on his 
bow for a 20 yard shot, one for a 30 yard shot, and 
one for a 40 yard shot. As the huge buck moved to 
the 30 yard distance Ed knew that he was running 
out of chances, because for a bow hunter 30 yards is 
getting to the end of the comfort zone for a good 
shot. The buck made his way into a small opening 
and the arrow had no more than a six inch circle to 
find its target. The length of the shot combined with 
the small opening made for a very difficult shot, but 
it was now or never. Ed released the arrow and he 
knew instantly that it had found the right spot. 

The buck ran up the hill about another 30 yards 
before Ed heard the bruiser fall over. He knew the 
shot would more than likely kill the deer, but like 
any responsible hunter he forced himself to wait for 
the deer to expire before he made his way to the 
buck. He didn’t want to rush up the hill and possi- 
bly jump the buck up and have it run away to never 
see it again. 

As Ed forced himself to wait long enough to allow 
the big guy’s life to expire a very rare thing hap- 
pened. Another bruiser of a buck came rushing 
along Ed and he vividly remembers that “it was a 10 
pointer with about a 20 to 21 inch inside spread. 

This buck ran up the hill straight for the buck Ed 
had just recently shot. The 10 pointer attacked the 
wounded deer and he could only hear what was hap- 
pening. He said, “I heard a loud crash” which he 
figured was his buck falling further down the hill, 
and then “I heard the other deer run away.” He said 
“it took a lot after that happened to not go running 
up the hill to find my buck.” 

For what seemed like days, Ed waited a few hours 
to finally climb out of the tree and look for his buck. 
Heading to the spot he shot the buck, there was no

sign of his arrow, blood, or sign of a wounded buck. 
For a moment Ed thought the worst, but just then he 
spotted a broken arrow and a blood trail. As he 
moved his way up the ridge he spotted a massive 
rack, and only then did Ed Twinn realize the size of 
the buck he shot that day. He stated, “I knew he 
was big but I didn’t know he was that big.” 

Ed’s Halloween monster is massive, shot at 9:45 
am, it weighted 220 lbs with an 18 inch inside 
spread, 13 points, and green scored 182 1/8 total 
inches, according to the Boone and Crocket scoring 
system. That is a huge buck and it will be entered 
into the Boone and Crocket record books after it is 
scored again in a month (after fully dried). His 
story will also be featured in one of the next issues 
of “North American Whitetail Magazine” and he 
will be categorized as one of the elite groups of bow 
hunters in Wisconsin with his “buck of a lifetime”. 

Ed also made mention to his lifelong hunting part- 
ner and brother, Richard Dakota, who passed onto 
the spirit world in April of 2009. He said, “In re- 
membrance of my brother, I used his bow which 
made my experience extra special.” This was just 
another factor that made this hunt a one of a kind 
and one to never forget.

Johnson O’Malley (JOM) Pro- 
gram was among those recog- 
nized at the 2010 National 
Johnson O’Malley Association 
Conference, held October 25- 
27 in Billings, MT. 

Youth Enrichment 
Program Man- 
ager, Nyree 
Kedrowski, 
who has man- 
aged the Na- 
tion’s JOM 
Program since 
2007, stated the 
program is being 
recognized for updating its 
policy manuals and being in 
better compliance with JOM 
standards. “We’ve had suc- 
cess. We’re slowly catching 
up to the national standards,’ 
she said. 

Nominated for the award 
by National JOM President 
Virginia Thomas, Kedrowski 
said the award is the result of 
a team effort between the 
LIEC’s, the school districts 
and Ho-Chunk JOM staff 
members Melissa Lowe and 
Jacqueline Rave. “It’s excit- 
ing to be recognized. It’s an 
honor for the Nation.” 

The purpose of JOM, a fed- 
erally funded BIA program, is 
to provide supplementary fi- 
nancial help to help meet the 


unique and specialized educa- 
tional needs of Indian chil- 
dren through a program of 
services that are planned, de- 
veloped and approved by the 
Local Indian Education Com- 
mittee-LIEC, an elected gov- 
erning composed of parents 
and/or legal guardians of In- 
dian students being served in 
a school district. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation 
JOM Program currently 
receives $78,000 annu- 
_ ally, money that is not in- 
s tended to replace federal, 
state or local funds. 
Working with officials 
from the local school district, 
the LIEC identifies the spe- 
cific needs of Indian students 
and works to establish proce- 
dures to meet set goals and 
objectives along with the 
means to evaluate the success 
of the program. “Our goal is 
to help one student at a time,” 
Kedrowski explained. 

Kedrowski, who also man- 
ages the Nation’s K-12 Pro- 
gram that helps provide 
Ho-Chunk students funds for 
educational related needs, 
stated that because of its 
unique status, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation JOM Program is com- 
prised of 16 LIEC’s that 
serves over 700 Native stu- 
dents from approximately 30 
school districts throughout 


Wisconsin. Each student is al- 
lotted an average of $ 73.00 
and the LIEC decides how the 
money will be used. 

She explained that the 
LIEC’s typically meet once a 
month with either Melissa 
Lowe (Supportive Education 
Specialist) or Jacqueline Rave 
(Supportive Education Spe- 
cialist) are present. Funding 
is typically used in one of 
four areas that include; 

• Educational Support 
(school supplies, paying a 
tutor etc.) 


• Educational Incentives 
(money distributed that al- 
lows a student to participate 
in an extracurricular activ- 
ity.) 

• Cultural Activities (Money 
used to reimburse speakers 
or conduct events like Na- 
tive American Awareness 
Week.) 

• Administrative fees (mail- 
ings, promotions, etc) 
Kedrowski explained that 

she hopes that receiving the 
award changes the image that 
some people have of the JOM 


program and encourages more 
parents to get involved.
